NEW YORK — (NEA) —

erman, president of the Shef­ 
field Corp., doesn’t tell how, 
but he does say why. 


Federm an, a banker in his 
native G erm any, cam e to 
the United States in 1940. 


“ I was looking around for 
a field to enter,“ he said, 
"and I saw there was a need 
for popular-priced w atches.

“ One day I, Daphne Davis, 
got an idea for a fashion 
m agazine th at would not tell 
people w hat to w ear, but 
would tell them w hat peo­ 
ple are w earing,” explained 
Miss Davis. “ We would ap­ 
proach products not from the 
angle of how beautiful they 
would m ake you, but of how 
good they are for you. 


“ When I got the idea, I 
called M ary Peacock, who 
used to be assistant literary 
editor at H arper’s B azaar 
—I knew she was the only

about. We m ade a dum m y 
of the m agazine and brought 
it to Baron Wolman. He was 
interested, 
got us the fi­ 
nancial backing and here we 
a re.” 


The first issue of Rags was 
published in June, 1970. Its 
current circulation is 105,000 
and it is being sold in G reat 
Britain as well as in the 
United States. 
The fashions featured in 
the m agazine are not worn 
by the girl next door—unless 
you happen to live in the 
E ast Village or Haight-Ash- 
bury.

Street” section, the focus is 
on freaks. One girl wore a 
dress m ade of curtains she 
had stolen from her ap a rt­ 
m ent building after the land­ 
lady had evicted her.

“ Besides,” she said, “ you 
photograph what you want to 
see.

Miss Davis stressed, “ We

Wilt Chamberlain, all 7-feet-2 inches and 275 brawny 
pounds of him , approaches middle age. He will be 35 this 
sum m er. More and more he plays as though the court 
has been lengthened since his youth. Watching him 
against a Willis Reed or Lew Alcindor, one knows that 
Chamberlain cannot turn the gam e around just by strok­ 
ing his goateed chin. 
Nobody loves Goliath. Yet Bill R ussell—Wilt’s once 
and future nem esis (he will alw ays be com pared to 
Russell, who played on 11 championship team s in 13 
seasons)—and Alcindor, received warmth from fans. 


Cham berlain’s early hunger to score points and re­ 
fusal to feed off provoked fans. So one season he turned 
around and gave up good shots to lay the ball in team ­ 
m ates’ laps. But he could do no right, he was criticized 
for sulking. Still is. 
Coaches found him intractable. Team m ates often found 
him unfathomable. He has been traded twice, strange 
for a superstar.

He does not 
seem to enjoy the gam e, and he has received little esthet­ 
ic approval from fans or peers in his career. 
Though his team , the Los Angeles Lakers, lead their 
division in the Western Conference, they are no longer 
favorites to win the NBA title. And regardless of his views 
on victory Chamberlain is a m em ber of a team intent on 
winning. 
So humiliations continue to com e in heaps as Chamber- 
lain approaches middle age. For exam ple, he didn’t 
sim ply m iss that dunk shot as he went too far under­ 
neath and the ball slam m ed against the rim. Chamber- 
lain banged his left forearm against the backboard. He 
crashed to the floor.

Flying Computer Bolsters Nuclear Deterrent

OMAHA, Neb.— (NEA)— 
SM. Sgt. Leonard Jacques of 
Exeland. Wis.. t a p p e d the 
keys on a video display de­ 
vice in front of him and the 
words, “Above the tree tops, 
I hope,” instantly flashed on 
its small screen. 
A r e p o r t e r had asked. 
“How high are we?” 
Actually, Sgt. Jacques and 
the reporter were 20,000 feet 
«bove the sleet-frozen earth 
of Nebraska, circling slowly 
around Offutt Air Force Base 
near Omaha. 
On board the Air Force 
EC-135 four-engine jet was 
an

computerized 
command post c a l l e d the 
Post Attack Command Con­ 
trol System/Airborne Data 
Automation 
(PACCS/ADA) 
system. It will enable an air­ 
borne battle staff to make 
faster and more knowledge­ 
able decisions in case of ene­ 
my missile attack. 
Jacques and a team under 
Lt. Col. James H. Luttrell 
and RCA’s Paul T. Frawley 
have lived with this test-bed 
system for a year. 
The EC-135 on which the 
test-bed system was demon- 


s t r a t e d is one of SAC’s 
‘ Looking Glass” planes kept 
aloft round-the-clock since 
1961 to control the nation’s 
strategic missiles ( 1,000 Min- 
utemen and 54 Titans) and 
500 bombers if ground con­ 
trol centers are destroyed. 
While these planes fly ran­ 
dom patterns above, the SAC 
command post o p e r a t e s 
three stories below ground, 
constantly updating informa­ 
tion and testing procedures 
that must work if America 
ever sustains nuclear attack. 
B e c a u s e time would be 
precious in an attack, com­ 
puterization has b e e n in­ 
stalled 
wherever 
possible. 
The new PACCS/ADA sys­ 
tem includes a 100 million- 
bit memory drum (a bit is 
an electrically transmittable 
piece of information of a

input keyboard; two mag­ 
netic tape units, and a tele­ 
typewriter and printer. 
Operators can ask ques­ 
tions, revise information and 
receive visual reports from 
the system. In a war situa­ 
tion, Jacques could, for ex­ 
ample, request information 


from the s e r g e a n t , the 
PACCS/ADA system would 
report almost instantly to 
him. He could then advise 
the general officer seated in 
the battle plan commander’s 
swivel seat across the aisle 
of the airplane. 
Members of the airborne 
team “talk” to the Variable 
Instruction Computer (VIC) 
as if it were a person. “ Let’s 
see if I can trick him.” 
Jacques

But VIC wouldn’t be fooled 
and advised the sergeant to 
review his information. 
The exotic and expensive

Thirsty Americans Hit Bottle- 
with Water in It 


RELAXING for a moment 
from the cares of state, 
Chile’s President Salvador 
Allende strokes his collie.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Ac- 
c o r d i n g to the Random 
House Dictionary, water is a 
“ t r a n s p a r e n t , odorless, 
tasteless liquid.” That’s a 
chuckle. In some towns of 
the nation the stuff looks like 
brown ink, smells like old 
bones and t a s t e s like it 
comes from somebody’s lav­ 
atory. Which it sometimes 
does. 
Pollution, you know. 
But perhaps the Random 
H o u s e lexicographer was 
thinking of bottled water. In­ 
creasing numbers of Ameri­ 
cans are these days. Once 
merely the idiosyncrasy of 
hypochondriacs and travel­ 
ers in this nation, bottled 
water is suddenly making a 
b i g g e r splash. Some 700 
companies are now selling 
m i n e r a l or reconstituted 
water to one out of every 300 
U.S families, at a price tag 
of $80 million a year. 
“The elixir,” says one en- 
t h u s i a s t , “ is the rage of 
Aquarius.” 
Cassius Clay rinses his 
mouthguards in it. Gloria 
Swanson won’t touch the tap 
stuff with a five-foot eyelash. 
Truckloads 
of 
five-gallon 
containers go to the Senate 
chambers every week. Every 
p r e s i d e n t since Herbert 
Hoover has requested it in 
the White House. And San 
Francisco’s celebrated Larry 
Lewis guaffs an average of 


30 glasses daily. Who’s Larry 
Lewis? He’s 103 years old. 
There is, perhaps, a cer­ 
tain amount of snob appeal 
b e h i n d this pure w a t e r 
s u r g e . 
“ Did you know,” 
says one New York devotee, 
“that Man O’ War never 
drank anything else?” But 
the e a s i e r explanation is 
pollution. 
Last year a federal study 
indicated that 2.9 million of 
28.2 million people in scat­ 
tered test areas were drink­ 
ing faucet water which was 
safe but stinky. Almost daily 


a news report tells of some 
new and more s t o m a c h - 
retching reservoir contami­ 
nation A housewife in Los 
Angeles, for instance, says 
she recently turned on her 
tap and got a small piece of 
beer bottle 
glass covered 
with a gob of petroleum oil. 
The situation in California, 
actually, has reacned 
un­ 
precedented levels. And, fit­ 
tingly, bottled water 
first 
made its mark in America 
there. Following the devas­ 
t a t i n g earthquake-fire of 
1906, 
San Francisco 
area 
residents could not use regu­ 
lar water because of the fear 
of impurities. 
Today, a quite s i m i l a r 
problem prevails over much 
of the southern California 
area because the n o r m a l 
water drains from too great 
a distance to remain clean. 
Radio announcements often 
announce the necessity to 
boil water in many areas. 
As a result one of six state 
citizens drink bottled stuft 
and some fill bathtubs and 
even swim pools with it. 
The lengths some people 
go to soak up bottled water 
these days may seem exces­ 
sive. And probably are. Yet 
there is considerable evi­ 
dence that, all things being 
equal, the better one’s water 
the better one’s health. Euro­ 
peans, who drink mineral 
water (Vichy, Evian, Fiuggi) 
at a rate to put Americans 
to shame <2 3 billion bottles 
in 1969), got the idea from 
Michelangelo, who some his­ 
torians believe relieved him­ 
self of a kidney stone with 
pure spring juice. 


One company in the United 
States, Mountain Valley of 
Hot Springs, Ark., has an 
ancient O.K. from the Food 
and Drug Administration to 
advertise as a therapeutic 
benefit because no one has 
been able to disprove the 
medical belief that mineral 
water, because of its solven­ 
cy properties, cleanses the 
body like a brush. 


Good water, says Mountain 
Valley’s p r e s i d e n t , John 
Scott, “was the world’s first 
medicine. And depending on 
which kind you drink, it still 
can be a health aid. Some 
of the sparkling variety, for 
example, acts like a seltzer. 
You’d be surprised at how 
many old people drink it just 
to get a good burp ” 


But 
today’s 
rejuvenated 
water distributors, such as 
Scott, refuse to dwell on the 
medicinal 
possibilities 
of 
their product. That’s old hat. 
Besides, the buyer today is 
largely after something else;

Vetoing the $9 5-billion manpower training bill passed 
by

last 
Congress, 
under 
which 
the 
federal 
government would have paid 80 per cent ot the salaries 
of new workers hired by cities, counties and states for 
employment in such public service areas as sanitation 
and pollution control. President Nixon stated that 
“ WPA-type jobs are not the answer 
The program, he said, would only set up "dead-end 
public jobs and "relegate large numbers ot workers to 
permanent subsidized employment 
Upholding the Army's right to spy on civilians, a 
federal judge in Chicago went on to ridicule the Army s 
intelligence operations as a 
WPA boondoggle 
that 
amounted to little more than 
leal raking, shovel 
wielding and paper shuttling presided over bv too many 
Colonel Throttlebottoms. 
Criticizing 
what 
they 
consider 
the 
misuse 
ot 
technology in this country, two scientists blasted the 
space program and the supersonic transport project by 
claiming in an article in Environmental Action Bulletin 
that the one "is nothing more than a meaningless WPA 
project" and the other "promises to be a disastrous 
WPA project 
Judging from these three opinions alone, anyone who 
has no personal memory ot the Great Depression <and 
maybe some who dot can only conclude that the WPA 
must have been the biggest, most wasteful, it not 
downright disastrous, 
boondoggle this nation ever 
engaged in, rivaling the pyramid-building projects of the 
pharaohs in misuse of national resources. 


But can something that gave employment to a total ot 
8.5 million persons between 1935 and 1943, and indirect 
support to 30 million of their dependents, have been an 
unmitigated "boondoggle ? 
In cold statistics, this is some ot what the Work 
Progress Administration (later renamed Work Projects 
Administration) accomplished in its lifetime, solely in 
construction activities: 
—Nearly 644,000 miles ot roads were constructed. 
—More than 77,000 new bridges and viaducts were built 
a n d 
45,000 
o t h e r s 
w e r e reconditioned

—A total ot 285 new airports were built and more than 
500 
existing 
ones 
were 
enlarged 
or 
improved. 
Improvements included 700 miles ot new runways and 
huge numbers ot hangars and other buildings. 
About 16,000 miles ot new water lines and 24.000 
miles of storm and sanitary sewers wrere installed in 
communities and military buildings.

—Some 122,000 public buildings were constructed or 
improved during the period, among them libraries, 
schools and hospitals. 
Other construction work by WPA "shovel-leaners 
included parks, playgrounds, athletic fields, swimming 
pools, firebreaks, irrigation systems, dams, reservoirs 
and tunnels. 


Among ttie "meaningless 
WPA projects enjoyed by 
Americans today are the Philadelphia Art Museum. New 
York's Central Park Zoo and Chicago s waterfront. 
Mention must also be made ot the WPA s contribution 
to culture by giving employment to jobless painters, 
writers, actors and cinematographers. Not reducible to 
any statistics, however, is simply the morale boost 
which the WPA gave a stricken nation. 
In accepting the final report ot the WPA in December, 
1942, President Franklin D. Roosevelt wrote: 
The Work Projects Administration has reached a 
creative hand into every county in the nation. It has 
added to the national wealth, has repaired the wastage of 
depression and has strengthened the country to bear the 
burden ot war 
It has brought to the people renewed 
hope and courage. It has maintained and increased their 
working skills; and it has enabled them once more to 
take their rightful places in public or in private 
em ploym ent... 
W ith the satisfaction ot a good job well done and with 
a

sense 
ot 
integrity, 
the 
Work 
Projects 
Administration has asked tor and earned an honorable 
discharge." 
How easily we forget. 


Isla Vista, whither?

A 
reflection 
on

changes is not as ridiculous as it

It shows me that 
Sandra and Gary are both concerned 
about 
their 
appearance 
in 
the 
differing locales. 
It 
was interesting to note that 
Ray disagreed with the need tor 
changing clothes. He goes about Isla 
Vista on his bicycle even at 1 a m 
without any tear 
But he agreed 
that he is well known and that there 
is wide public acceptance tor his 
announced role as the dispenser tor 
some $600,000 voted by the regents 
for community service purposes 
Sandra dwelt at some length on 
the tact that the walls ot 
the 
apartment she shares with three 
other girls has paper thin walls and 
that the wall decorations in the 
various rooms ot the two-bedroom, 
two 
bath 
a p a rtm e n t 
leave 
something to be desired 
She also feels that the presence of 
Sheriff's 
personnel 
during 
and 
before 
or 
alter 
the 
riots 
was 
inflamatory, that the presence ot 
California Highway Patrol officers 
was something better, although the 
habitues of Isla Vista still regard 
them with suspicion also. 


There is a seeming conflict in all 
this because Sandra agrees that the 
area needs some 
form ot 
law 
enforcement, and even notes that 
her landlord has put more adequate 
locks on the doors and windows ot 
her apartment 
All three panelists agreed that 
unarmed 
patrols 
ot 
Isla 
Vista 
residents 
designated 
(ool-it 
squads 
w ere 
a 
m o d e ra tin g 
influence, but they <the panelists» 
were not prepared to say that the 
protection such squads ottered in all 
circumstances was adequate 
It would appear from Sandra s 
presentation that 95 per cent ot the 
several thousand regular dwellers in 
Isla Vista smoke pot or some other 
form ot 
narcotics, tfiat everyone 
listens to some form ot recorded 
music 24 hours a day. that no one 
tunes in television newscasts, that 
everyone buys his groceries at a 
nearbv 
discount 
store; 
that 
occasionally out ot sheer boredom, 
most students crack a book. that co­ 
ed living is not uncommon, that 
when a triend arrives at the pad. the 
owner breaks out a bottle ot wine 
and the lot ot them teel together; 
that no one blinks an eye when he or 
she spots some one strolling along 
the beach m tfie altogether, or that 
in the same way that it is not 
uncommon tor a woman to walk 
down the street in a bare-bosomed 
costume, 
that everyone teels a 
oneness; that Isla Vista is a wav of

geography; 
Hay talked ot the apathy he tound 
in Isia Vista. He noted there are as 
many lit e-sty les as there are people 
and that the area could 
go either 
way 
toward a more meaningful 
quality ot life or toward chaos. 
All three panelists declared that 
whatever 
the 
factor 
of 
law 
enforcement, county government as 
a whole and in particular was not 
attacking the problem. Sandra had 
described the tine community spirit 
that developed a medical clinic; and 
the other examples of an awakening 
community ot interest 
Gary was a 
little more hard 
hitting He said the ingredients tor 
another blow up were still there 
beneath the surface He said he was 
optimistic for the future, but that 
much hinged on the responsibility of 
news media not to over write in 
descriptions of what was happening 
or had happened 


All three panelists said they were 
optimistic, but they showed that 
they really are otherwise, a tact 
that leads me to wonder it they are 
not too close to the forest to see the 
trees.

A few days before leaving. I stood

who described America as a land 
"dedicated to death 
The audience 
cheered. Egged on. the protessor 
explained that the reason Kosygin 
and Nixon smile when they shake 
hands is that they have more in 
com mon 
than 
anything 
that 
separates them. He went on to 
elucidate that the reason the United 
States is dedicated to death, is 
because high protits come trom 
death-dealing The students reacted 
ecstatically to the revelation 
It was tutile to give them the 
detumescent tacts, such as that 
Roosevelt and Churchill also smiled 
together with Stalin, that the stock 
market leaps up with joy at any 
indication that we are approaching 
peace in Vietnam, that Nixon the 
killer has reduced by two-thirds the 
weekly casualties in Vietnam. That 
is to get in the way ot the singular 
pleasure so many people get trom 
savaging the United States 
A Frenchman has written a book, 
with the rather sacrilegious title. 
"Neither Marx nor Jesus 
His 
point is that the United States is 
undergoing a genuine revolution, of 
the kind that is most welcome. And 
that the reason why that is possible, 
is that the United States is truly 
mobile His thesis would appear to 
harmonize with that ot Charles 
Reich, who in "The Greening of 
America 
takes the metaphor ot 
Adam Smith, who explained that an 
invisible hand moves in economic 
attairs in such a way as to produce 
the best possible solution via the 
tree marketplace. 
One gathers that the equivalent of 
the 
invisible 
hand 
is 
working 
culturally in America, such that the 
long 
hair, 
the 
marijuana, 
the 
student power, the bell-bottomed 
trousers, 
the 
tree 
sex. 
the 
indifference to authority; all of 
these are cominging together to 
bring about a greening ot America. 
Thus the Frenchman also believes 
that America s nervous system is 
the one truly malleable social force 
in the world, and that we are 
working our way quite rapidly into a 
new and different kind ot society, 
tree of Marx, and tree of Jesus It is 
indispensable to the evolution of 
such a society that we should be 
displeased with America as it is. 
America, one gathers, is Walter 
Mitty, but with the powers of the 
magician of Oz. to realize instantly 
the shape we would have ourselves 


be. We must be a society, without the 
Pentagon, 
but with 
no tear of 
foreign Pentagons. Without racism, 


but with total freedom. Without 
unemployment, 
but 
with 
total 
economic freedom. With tree sex 
and no bastards. With booze, and no 
hangovers. With order, but without 
authority. With God. but without 
divine 
encumbrances. 
And 
the 


question formulates, as one travels 
over Cuba, and towards Chile; who 
will, in deference to the revolution 


these 
gentlemen 
seek, 
repeal 
history? 
As I reach Latin America, I like to 
think that a few nights ago, listening 
to the cheers that were awarded to 
the protessor who indicted America,

The Special County Redistricting 
Committee at its first session a tew 
days ago was given an estimate of 
1970 census figures for the tive 
supervisorial districts. 
The new Planning Department 
estimate totals 263.094. or some 800 
under earlier estimates released
